Dear Mr. President and Council Members, 

The West Central Neighborhood Association thanks the City Council for this 
opportunity to appear and set the record straight on the unfortunate publicity 
which arose from the last Council meeting of April 11, 1978. At that time, 
according to newspaper and television stories, it was said that the Association 
changed its position regarding a house at 1215 Jackson Street, causing an 
"expensive debacle" according to one councilman and, according to another, (as 
quoted in the Journal Gazette) "the Association changed its mind and left us 
holding the bag". 

We would like to present the facts in chronological order, all documented 
through the minutes of the West Central Planning Committee (PAC), the minutes 
of the Association and correspondence with Neighborhood Care, Inc. and its' 

Director, Mrs. Ethel Watson. I have these documents with me tonight and have 
given copies to the Council Clerk. 

First, the Planning Committee minutes: 

June 1976 This particular house was first discussed as one of the houses 
(three involved) in the 1st Year Impact Area for either rehabilitation or demo¬ 
lition. The PAC agreed to have a qualified person check on them and report back. 

July 12,1976 Larry Smethers (PAC Chairman) reported that (he had) talked 
with C.D.& P. and agreed to raze the "Pyle house", (at 1215 Jackson) 

December 6,1976 The possibility of fixing up the "Pyle house" with the help of 
the Regional Vocational Center (was) discussed (with) Carolyn Nightingale (assistant 
to Mrs. Watson) in attendance. 

January 3, 1977 "Pyle house" discussed (at PAC meeting). Could use $8,000. special 
funding and (it could) be used (by the City) for emergency housing. (There was) 
much diseussion. (PAC) needed concrete facts. Shiela (Byrd) and Bob (Woenker) 

(both of the staff of CD&P) will get same. To be discussed at February PAC meeting. 
February -7, 1977 Larry Smethers presented a history about the "Pyle house"-what 
we want done with it. Ethel Watson (in attendance) listed options of her staff. 

(1) Homesteading (2) Emergency housing (3) Demolition-then sell land (4) Give 
property to Ass'n. for greenery, rock garden, etc. Demo-site improvement. Neigh¬ 
borhood Care Board not for demolition. After considerable discussion, it was 
voted unanimously to reccomend to the Ass'n. that the ^yle house on Jackson be 
demolished, given site grading, shrubbery and landscaping (and) deeded to the 
Ass'N. for future maintainence.

And, now, the first and only action was taken by the Association as an official act. 

From the minutes of the West Central Neighborhood Association Regular meeting of 
February 21,1977 In givingthe report for the PAC, Larry Smethers on the Feb. 7th 
meeting. (He) said Ethel Watson reported that after studying (the) situation 
it would be best to raze (the) house at 1215 Jackson Street and give the land to 
West Central for a mini park. Larry Smethers moved that WCNA send a letter to 
Ethel Watson authorizing Neighborhood Care to raze house at 1215 Jackson (Pyle 

Hous e). Seconded and carried. - -- 

On February 24,1977, I as President, sent the following letter to Ethel 
Watson, as directed by the above action of the Association: 

Ethel Watson February 24, 1977 

Neighborhood Care, Inc.

Re: Pyle House, 1215 Jackson Street 

Dear Ethel, 

As you know, at a recent Planning Committee of the West Central, approval was 
given to raze the above, green it, create a "living fence", whereupon W.C.N.A. 
would accept responsibility for ownership and all future maintainance of the lot. 

This is to let you know further taht at the last meeting of the Association, it 
was voted to accept the proposal as outlined above. The vote was unanimous. 

Thank you for all the efforts you and your staff put out on behalf of all the citizens 
involved in neighborhood action.

This is of interest also. John Holt, Director of Minimum Housing, states, 
according to his records, there were 24 citable things wrong with the house, 
but that it was not condemned. Holt says on June 6, 1977» Ethel Watson requested 
emergency action. Minimum Housing razed the house in July of 1977 (according to 
the records) at a cost of $1,825. and his department was subsequently reimbursed 
by Neighborhood Care, Inc.. Thus, the cost of acquiring the property, even after 
HUD requirements were met were the same, regardless of what became of it afterwards. 
The cost of razing as against the cost of renovating were much less and the cost 
of maintainance (none with the Association owning it) opposed to constant renovation 
after each tenant usage as emergency housing is much less. 

In conclusion: There have been many subsequent discussions in the Planning 
Committee and all were reported to the Association meetings. (Minutes available 
from both) In {July, 1977, Bob Woenker presented a sketch for the park and the PAC 
approved it with slight modifications. Bids were let by the Purchasing Department 
of 1 the City on January 10,1978. These bids came back from three contractors at 
$6,437.41, $6,908.00 and $9,500.00. The PAC recommended that we could do some 
of the work and get some of the materials and do without water in the park (the 
neighbors could use their own water hoses) but that, to guarantee the green items, 
a professional should do that part. Bob Woenker talked to the contractors and one 
of*them agreed to do the modified work for $4,135.00, which you voted on last week.

So you see that the Association did not "change its mind". We made a sound 
decision based on the best advice given and have stuck to that decision. We are 
sure that the remarks made last week and made so public were not intended to 
cause a deviciveness between the Council and the Neighborhoods or between the 
Council and C.D.&.P.. We all need to work together, as we have in the past, 
toward our mutual goal, that of making Fort Wayne a better place for all its’ 
residents to live.
